The  "ups  and  downs"  of 

the  University  complex  bring 

conflict.  He  feels  alone  in  his 

search  for  answers  in  the  middle 

of  the  spectrum.  He  looks  at 

both  ends,  seeking  answers  from 

what  he  sees  there. 
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For  though  he  as  a  person  may  partake 
in  the  "ups  and  downs"  that  become 
important,  though  he  may  feel  sorrow 
and  defeat  with  the  many,  though  he 
may  experience  the  exhiliration 
common  to  all,  it  is  a  feeling  unique 
to  him  alone.  It  is  the  individual, 
the  one  within  the  many,  that  makes 
up  the  University's  complex. 

Who  are  we? 

The  one  —  the  us  —  the  Spirit  of  76. 
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The  roles  were  the  same;  only  the  faces  had 
changed  or  grown  older. 

Here  —  in  the  middle  of  identities  that  was 
Valparaiso  University  in  August  1975. 

All  were  here,  poised  in  the  wings,  prepared 
to  act.  Each  one  knew  the  outline

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Summer  was  over  —  the  lazy  days  of  lying 
endlessly  in  the  sun  and  the  long  nights  of 
parties  stretching  into  the  wee  hours  of  morn, 
we  placed  behind  us.  Valparaiso  once  again 
prepared  for  the  return  of  its  students.  They 
came  in  cars,  VW  buses,  vans,  and  U-Hauls  as 
the  generation  of  "spirit"  was  moving,  moving 
into  school.  Lots  and  driveways  became  im- 
penetrable as  people  milled  aimlessly,  unload- 
ing suitcases,  boxes,  and  bags  of  every  shape 
and  size;  their  contents  containing  each  indi- 
vidual's lifestyle  for  the  next  nine  months. 
Dorms,  apartments,  and  houses  were  crowded 
with  the  influx  of  former  residents,  new  peo- 
ple establishing  themselves,  and  parents  re- 
minding. The  campus  was  alive  again,  as  each 
of  us  envisioned  the  year's  traumas  and  ecsta- 
cies  unfolding  before  us. 
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The  student  number  —  the  University's  means  to  facili- 
tate the  procedure  of  registering  a  student  population  in 
one  day.  Lines  at  registration  —  the  ability  to  frustrate  the 
student  population. 

Registration  day  —  a  student's  attempt  to  take  courses  in 
fulfillment  of  University  and  major  requirements;  to  sa- 
tiate his  curiosity  with  an  exciting  elective. 

Futility  —  a  student's  attempt  to  substitute  required 
courses,  filled  through  upperclass  preference  and  seek  out 
dull  electives,  the  interesting  ones  flagged  months  before. 

Solution  —  ?

And  so  we  somehow  still  make  music  and  we  still  make  a  happy 
tonic  for  our  frustrated  souls. 

The  university  began  construction  on  the  union  driveway.  Aca- 
demically, we  began  to  explore  the  realm  of  new  ideas  and 
personal  involvement  of  the  years'  courses,  hoping  the  professor 
wouldn't  remember  us  from  last  year.  The  union  began  to  come 
alive,  but  the  days  of  the  union  rats  were  gone.  With  coffee 
raised  to  15  cents  a  cup,  the  old  felicitation,  card  games,  and 
talk  over  a  cup  of  coffee  disappeared  to  find  new  grounds. 

So  we  had  parties,  studied,  and  thought  we  were  aware  of  the 
world.  But  our  awareness  was  perhaps  only  skin  deep,  unlike 
our  beauty.  So  we  settled  into  life  at  VU  while  the  rest  of  the 
world  whirled.

A.  G.  Huegli,  President 
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Culture  found  its  way  to  Valpo  as  the  Indianapolis  Symphnoy 
orchestra  performed  in  the  chapel.  Under  the  conduction  of 
Oleg  Kovalenko,  the  musicians  played  works  of  Bach,  Roy 
Harris,  Aaron  Copeland,  and  Mendelssohn.  For  an  encore  to  a 
magnificent  performance,  the  orchestra  played  "America  the 


Beautiful",  urging  audience  participation  —  a  bicentennial 
salute.  Comprised  of  eighty  professional  musicians  who  range  in 
age  from  twenty-three  to  seventy-two  years,  the  Indianapolis 
Symphony  Orchestra  includes  faculty  members  from  several 
Indiana  universities. 
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Celebrating  the  50th  year  of  Valparaiso  Uni- 
versity as  a  Lutheran  institute,  the  VU  players 
opened  the  theater  season  with  "inherit  the 
Wind".  The  actual  Scopes  "monkey  trial"  the 
play  is  based  on  took  place  in  Dayton,  Tennes- 
see in  July  1925,  the  year  the  Lutheran 
Church  acquired  Valpo.  The  play  argued  the 
controversial  position  of  God  and  Christianity 
in  relation  to  the  theory  of  evolution. 

Scott  Amerman  played  the  leading  character 
Bertram  Cates,  whose  girlfriend,  Rachel 
Brown,  was  played  by  Sue  Fisher.  Jeff  Huber 
as  prosecuting  attorney  Matthew  Harrison 
Brady  fought  Richard  Pick,  who  played  the 
defense,  Drummond,  in  the  courtroom. 
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But  amidst  all  this  culture  we  remained  students, 

allowed  only  to  spectate  this  culture  and  sometimes  to  criticize. 

Yet  our  quality  of  cultural  art  was  not  enough;  we  read 
book  after  book  about  theory  to  develop  this  criticism, 
about  themes  in  Biblical  literature, 
about  simulating  game  theory  (while  we  practiced  it  everyday.) 

But  only  if  we  had  the  chance  we  read  something  that  interested 
us,  like  JAWS  (the  literary  masterpiece  of  our  time.) 
And  most  of  us  —  in  our  four  years  or  so  —  got  excited  about 
a  few  new  ideas. 

We  thought,  talked,  listened  —  and  wondered  about  our  past.  How 
could  we  have  been  so  naive?  And  we  were  ready  for  the  adult  world? 
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The  days  went  on  —  they  always  man- 
aged to;  they  seemed  to  need  no  rea- 
son for  beginning  and  ending.  We 
found  ourselves  not  so  easily  conten- 
ted. Each  of  us  requiring  this 
reason  to  be  and  consequently,  we 
sought  our  own  reason. 

We  chose  to  content  ourselves  in 
reflective  learning  on  old  campus 
grass,  while  others  opted  for  the 
spirited  contentment  of  the  Frank- 
lin House,  Good  Times,  or  mixing 
our  own.  Others  tried  to  find  rea- 
son within  themselves. 
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The  rah-rah  sis-boom-bah  of  our  lives  filled  the  air  as 
Crusader  football  opened  their  season  against  Grand  Valley  State. 
We  went  into  the  season  expecting  victory,  experiencing  defeat. 
Valpo  finished  the  season  with  a  3-6  record. 

We  saw  a  revamping  of  the  Crusader  defense  after  the  previous 
years'  disasterous  squad.  In  addition,  we  hired  a  new  line  coach 
Art  Lax.  Head  Coach  Norm  Amundsen  switched  the  running  strategy 
to  an  I  slot  formation,  shelving  the  wishbone  T  after  previous 
years'  unsuccessful  adoption  of  the  option.  Coach  Amundsen  hoped 
to  reverse  last  season's  3-6  record,  the  worst  in  his  seven  year 
coaching  career  at  VU.  We  were  all  optimistic,  but  we  did 
not  reverse  our  record. 
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The  highlight  of  the  football  season  came  in 
the  first  game.  Although  the  Crusaders 
were  downed  by  17-6  by  the  Grand  Valley 
Lakers,  Jim  Russler  kicked  a  field  goal  55 
yards.  The  kick  smashed  the  old  school  re- 
cord for  the  longest  field  goal  by  eight 
yards. 

The  first  win  of  the  season  came  against 
Luther,  35-8.  Quarterback  Charlie  Ortman 
ended  the  game  with  a  fine  10  out  of  16 
pass  completions,  while  Mike  Meyer 
chalked  up  five  of  those  pass  completions. 
Darrek  Sanders  and  Dave  Newman  led  the 
rushers  with  59  and  52  yards  respectively. 
The  rest  of  the  season  was  a  disappointment 
with  only  two  other  wins. 
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Homecoming  '75  — 
Crowds,  slime,  the  gold  and  brown. 
People  returning. 
Returning  to  what? 
Returning  to  the  new,  from  the  old, 
with  hope.  Hope  to  return  again  to 
a  place  —  a  place,  yes,  but  a  place 
of  all  who  come  but  once. 

"You  can't  go  home"  — 
But  we  all  call  it 
Homecoming  1975. 
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October  16  —  We  felt  the  intangible  excitment  of  home- 
coming. We  chose  to  celebrate  it  in  the  spirit  of  the  "good 
ole  country  days."  We  began  with  a  bonfire  on  the  Weh- 
renberg  Tundra,  crowning  the  country  court.  Candy 
Ladd  reigned  as  "Queen"  with  John  Lenihan  as  her 
"King."  Head  Coach  Amundsen  gave  a  pep  talk  to  rally 
our  spirits,  despite  a  pessimistic  record. 

October  17  —  We  continued  our  celebration,  not  for  the 
reason  to  celebrate  —  for  those  coming  "home"  —  but  for 
ourselves.  We  paraded  down  Lincolnway,  wallowed  in 
slime,  and  stretched  our  stomachs  with  pie.  Then  we 
listened  to  the  music  of  Kansas  and  Dave  Loggins. 

October  18  —  And  for  a  crowd  of  over  5000,  the  Crusad- 
ers fought  the  cold  wind  and  a  team  that  could  not  have 
played  better  if  we  hadn't  been  on  the  field.  The  Evans- 
ville  Purple  Aces  devastated  us  32-7. 

Oh,  for  those  good  ole  country  days! 
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We  competed  with 
others,  with  self,  with  principles. 
We  competed  for 
rewards,  for  pride,  for  blood. 
Competition  of  the  mind  for  motiva- 
tion, that's  good. 
Competition  of  the  physical  for  de- 
feat, that's  bad. 
Who  cares  who  the  competion  is, 
Just  beat  'em. 
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We  began  to  enlarge  our  sphere  of  liv- 
ing. Our  needs  took  us  into  the  commu- 
nity. We  said  hello  to  a  sweet  old  lady  at 
Hooks  who  lent  us  a  dime  when  we  were 
short.  We  saw  their  movies,  drank  their 
liquor,  and  bought  their  merchandise. 
Student  Senate  tried  to  enact  birth  con- 
trol dispension  at  the  university  medical 
center,  but  the  University  shot  us  down. 
So  we  continue  to  register  our  needs  at 
Planned  Parenthood. 

The  community  welcomed  us. 
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This  season's  VU  Gridders,  led  by 
tri-captains,  Mike  Pfiffner,  Ralph 
Steinbeck,  and   Bill  Ganek,  pro- 
vided us  with  inconsistent  but  ex- 
citing   football.    The    Crusaders 
looked  similar  to  worldbeaters  ear- 
ly in  the  season  with  convincing 
wins  over  Luther  and  DePauw; 
however,  they  won  only  one  con- 
test in  their  last  six  games.  The 
season's  finale  brought  us  a  heart- 
breaking loss  to  rival  St.  Joes,  13-6. 
Yet  the  season,  a  rebuilding  year, 
was  a  successful  one  in  other  ways. 
On  a  team  with  only  nine  seniors, 
many  young  players  had  the  op- 
portunity   to    gain    game   exper- 
ience. The  plays  of  quarterbacks 
Charlie  Ortmann  and   Pete  Bu- 
dreau  were  outstanding.   Seniors 
Mike    Lightbourn,     fat    Wanta, 
Mick   Meyer,  and   Rolf  Petersen 
will  be  sorely  missed  next  season. 
However,  Coach  Amundsen  had 
optimism  for  the  coming  season, 
providing  us  with  a  chance  for  le- 
gitimate   conference    contention 
next  year. 


Our  campus  was  demanding  more.  We  demanded  a  less 
structured  and  more  liberalized,  not  to  mention  less  ex- 
pensive, book  store  than  University  Book  Center.  Spon- 
sored by  the  Valpo  Book  Cooperative,  Opus  III  sprang  to 
fill  our  needs. 

Clad  in  toga  and  laurel,  Dr.  John  Helms  initiated  the 
opening  of  Opus  III  as  he  poured  wine  onto  the  steps  of 
the  once  Heads  Up  store.  Dr.  Nagel,  Dean  of  the  Chapel, 
delivered  the  invocation  and  cut  the  ceremonial  ribbon 
with  Dr.  Patricia  Erdosss,  president  of  the  Valpo  Book  Co- 
op. We  had  a  new  book  store.

Opening  of  Opus  III 
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Adjusting  to  the  University,  its  bigness, 
its  massive  number  of  people  is  initially' 
horrifying.  Your  individuality  becomes 
stifled  as  your  quest  to  "fit  in"  overrides 
yourself.  Just  as  your  niche  seems  to  be 
found,  the  consistent  overload  of  aca- 
demics buries  your  quest  and  overrides 
your  fear.  It  seemed  a  frustrating  cycle 
—  then  you  reach  for  yourself,  and 
somehow,  adjustment  is  there. 

After  being  a  part  of  the  University  for 
awhile,  there  still  exists  two  worlds  — 
yet  each  occupying  the  same  place.  One 
demands  —  requirements;  the  other 
challenges  —  people.  Which  is  one's 
own  identity? 
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The  women's  tennis  team  brought  victory  to  our  campus,  finish- 
ing the  season  with  a  7-3  record.  We  saw  them  beat  Notre 
Dame  twice,  5-2  and  5-4.  The  VU  coeds  also  won  an  invitational 
tournament  at  Ball  State  against  Ball  State,  Indiana  State,  De- 


Pauw  and  Notre  Dame.  JoAnne  Paul,  Barb  Speth,  and  the 
doubles  team,  Diane  Thalmann  and  Lisa  Gast,  were  named 
consolation  winners  in  the  State  Tournament. 
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Although  we  fared  no  better  in  field  hockey 
than  in  football,  we  fought  harder,  slamming 
sticks  in  pursuit  of  the  ball.  The  final  record 
was  3-4  with  one  tie.  However,  we  had  two 
hockey  coeds,  Chris  Lottes  and  Barb  Kiehn- 
hoff,  selected  to  the  All-College  team  after 
their  outstanding  performance  in  the  North 
Central  College  Tournament.  Sandy  Beukema 
and  Becky  Heermann  received  honorable 
mentions.  We  finished  with  two  ties  and  one 
loss  in  the  tournament,  held  in  Madison  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin. 
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VU  experienced  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing records  in  sports  this  year,  how- 
ever very  few  of  us  even  knew  a  soccer 
team  existed.  How  could  the  losing  foot- 
ball team  draw  5000  spectators  and  an 
undefeated  soccer  team  not  even  receive 
administrative  recognition?  But  we 
failed  to  recognize  them.  Their  victories 
were  no  less  sweeter;  their  record,  9-0-1, 
still  stands  as  a  reminder. 
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Although  finishing  the  season  with 
a  2-2  record  in  dual  meet  competi- 
tion, our  cross  country  harriers 
proved  stiff  competition  in  this 
sport  of  endurance.  We  met  the 
two  losses  early  in  the  season 
against  Bradley  and  DePauw  Uni- 
versities, but  the  harriers  rallied 
our  spirits  by  soundly  beating 
Grace  College  and  the  Indiana 
Striders.  In  conference  meets  we 
watched  the  VU  striders  finish  fith 
out  of  nine  teams  in  the  DePauw 
Medley,  tenth  at  the  North  Cen- 
tral Invitational,  and  tenth  out  of 
sixteen  in  the  Little  State  meet.  In 
the  conference  meet  the  Harriers 
placed  fifth.  Outstanding  runners 
were  Freshman  Tom  Kilcoyne  and 
Sophomore  Steve  Thomas,  leaving 
some  of  us  with  hope  for  next  year. 
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It  was  on  September  28,  1975,  that  the  Lutheran  University 
Association,  who  purchased  VU,  opened  the  first  school  year  of 
Valparaiso  as  a  Lutheran  institution.  On  September  28,  1975, 
we  began  a  month  of  University  celebration  in  honor  of  the 
50th  Anniversary.  Beginning  the  celebration,  Dr.  Oswald  Hoff- 
man, noted  speaker  on  the  International  Lutheran  Hour  radio 
broadcast,  delivered  the  sermon  at  chapel  on  September  28. 
President  Huegli  addressed  us  at  a  special  Obervance  Convoca- 


tion October  23.  Other  special  events  included  the  symposium 
on  "Church  Related  Higher  Education  at  the  Crossroads: 
Which  Way  to  Go?"  and  slide  shows  of  the  University  50  years 
ago.  The  Reformation  Convocation  was  the  final  event  in  the 
celebration.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Jaroslav  Pelikan,  dean  of  Yale's  Gra- 
duate School,  delivered  the  final  address  at  the  Reformation 
service.  And  our  116th  birthday  and  50th  Anniversary  celebra- 
tion were  over. 
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We  have  a  splendid  heritage  —  one  that 
should  challenge  and  inspire  us  to  new 
levels  of  achievement  ...   In  freedom  the 
faculty  engages  in  the  teaching  and 
investigation  of  its  several  fields  of 
knowledge.  A  large  measure  of  self- 
direction  is  given  to  the  students  ....

The  Golden  Anniversary  Symposium 
discussed  "Which  Way  to  Go?"  pertain- 
ing to  the  University.

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The  volleyball  team  finished  with  a  10-2  record,  beating  stiff  competition 
such  as  Purdue  Calumet,  Purdue,  Indiana  State,  and  Northwestern.  The 
team  has  been  fourth  in  the  State  for  the  past  three  years  and  competed  in 
the  State  Tournament  at  Ball  State,  beating  Purdue  again  but  falling  to  Ball 
State  and  Indiana  University.  The  1976  schdule  will  be  the  most  ambitious 
when  the  team  will  take  on  eight  top  ranked  teams. 
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BASKETBALL 
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Quality  not  quantity  was  the  word  for 
VU  swimmers  this  year.  A  small  but  tal- 
ented squad,  led  by  Captain  Howie  Car- 
stens,  competed  strongly  despite  depth 
problems.  The  lack  of  divers  was  also  a 
major  problem,  handicapping  the  Cru- 
saders in  each  meet.  A  tough  trio  of 
freshmen,  Roger  Sawicki,  Scott  Wertke 
and  school-record  holder  Joel  Bretscher 
swam  well  all  season.  Juniors  Dan  Esch- 
bach  and  Don  Tanis,  who  Coach  Bob 
Colyer  termed  his  most  improved  swim- 
mer, provided  experience  and  leader- 
ship. All  team  members  return  next  sea- 
son, and  continued  improvement  coup- 
led with  the  addition  of  a  solid  freshmen 
contingent  should  spell  victory  for  the 
VU  swimmers. 


Dozens  of  parents  converged  upon  us  to 
visit  for  a  weekend  established  by  the 
University  Parents  Council.  So  for  two 
days  we  took  time  off  from  our  busy 
schedules  to  ascend  from  the  image  of 
the  University  we  knew  to  the  make- 
believe  "everything  runs  smoothly  here" 
image  set  up  for  our  parents.

The 
swimmers  performed  for  the  Women's  Guild,  Parents  Weekend,  and  Campus 
Spring  Show.

The  women's  intercollegiate  swimming  and  diving  team  em- 
barked on  its  third  season,  showing  marked  improvement  each 
year.

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GYMNASTICS 
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The  twelve  women  on  the  gymnastics  team  combined 
their  efforts  to  produce  the  strongest  seasonal  team  effort 
in  gymnastics  history  at  Valpo.  Talented  freshman  and 
seassoned  veterans  melded  into  a  team  that  competed 
with  confidence.  Meet  results  indicated  that  the  teams' 
strongest  event  was  floor  exercise,  although  individuals 
frequently  took  frist  place  honors  in  the  other  events.

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Somewhere  in  the  midst  of  the  new 
found  responsibility  of  apartment  life 
lies  the  enjoyment  of  freedom.

Winning 
their  first  conference  champion- 
ship in  25  years,  the  team  was  a 
powerhouse  all  season  long.  Other 
major  accomplishments  were:  1st 
at  the  ICC  indoor  meet,  1st  in  The 
Mason  Dixon  Games,  1st  at  The 
Depauw  Invitational,  and  a  3rd 
place  finish  in  the  Indiana  Little 
State  meet.  Led  by  Jay  Lauer  in 
the  sprints,  Dennis  Murray  in  the 
middle  distances,  Mike  Dela- 
bruere  in  the  longer  distances, 
Dennis  Brown  in  the  hurdles,  and 
Jeff  Middledorf  and  Ricky  Samuel 
in  the  field  events,  Valpo  dominat- 
ed all  season  long. 
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The  1975  team  provided  Crusader  fans 
with  some  exciting  baseball  action.  Fin- 
ishing 14-9  overall  and  5-5  in  conference 
play  the  team  was  victimized  by  poor 
hitting  and  Valpo  spring  weather.  The 
Crusaders  looked  strong  in  splitting  with 
Notre  Dame  and  taking  two  from  Pur- 
due towards  the  seasons  end.  Pitching 
was  the  strength  as  Matt  Rhode  and 
Cary  Govert  compiled  impressive  statis- 
tics. The  hitting  and  fielding  of  Bob 
"Rabbit"  Skaltsas  and  Ted  Hofferth  was 
outstanding  lending  leadership  and  opti- 
mism for  the  coming  season.  Defense 
has  always  been  strong  at  Valpo,  and  last 
season  was  no  exception. 
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Act  II. 

The  classroom  situation  .  .     something 
to  which  we  all  grew  quite 
accustomed.  In  our  familiarity 
with  the  classroom,  we  totally 
accepted  it  and  perpetuated  it 
without  regard  to  its 
effectiveness  or  relevance  to  our 
society  today.

role  —  the  student. 
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We  came  to  college,  fresh  from  an  environ- 
ment of  lockers,  lunchrooms,  teachers  who 
told  us  whattodowhento  toitandhowtodoit, 
where  cutting  a  class  meant  a  written  ex- 
cuse, and  a  test  was  not  something  for 
which  we  stayed  up  all  night.  Classes  were 
every  day,  8  to  3,  two  days  off  for  Thanks- 
giving, and  maybe  a  week  for  Christmas. 
Pep  rallies,  our  chance  to  show  our  school 
spirit,  actually  had  meaning  then.  We  went 
to  our  senior  prom,  stayed  up  late  and 
played  adult.  Then  came  graduation,  and 
once  more  we  crossed  another  threshold, 
following  the  pattern  that  had  been  set  up 
for  so  many  years.  Our  lives  had  been  a 
series  of  discernible  thresholds:  first 
through  senior  high  to  college.  We  were 
prepared  for  the  world.  But  were  we? 
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And  so  we  entered  the  hallowed  halls  of  learning. 
Each  day  the  carillon  signalled  us  to  classes  and, 
at  times,  reminded  us  of  our  guilt  in  not  going. 
We  soon  learned  that,  although  some  days  we 
might  have  only  one  class,  there  was  no  catching 
up.  The  weeks  sped  by;  midterms  were  upon  us. 
We  wondered  where  the  days  were  going  as  we 
got  our  education.  We  learned  how  to  arrange 
our  time  to  get  the  most  out  of  it.  We  learned 
more  than  the  profs  could  teach  us  —  we  learned 
about  other  people's  ambitions  and  fears,  super- 
stitions and  beliefs.  But,  most  of  all,  we  learned 
about  ourselves. 


We  studied  .  .  .  wrote  .  .  .  rewrote  .  .  .  crammed 
.  .  .  thought.  We  drank  cup  after  cup  of  coffee, 
smoked  cigarette  after  cigarette.  We  worried  and 
wondered  just  what  we  were  doing  here.  Yet,  we 
stayed.  There  was  something  that  kept  us  here.  A 
goal,  an  anticipation  of  better  things  to  come,  a 
time  when  this  would  all  be  worth  it.  Se  we  kept 
on  studying,  writing,  rewriting,  cramming, 
smoking,  worrying,  wondering  .  .  .  and  waiting. 
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There  were  the  required  classes  to  get  out  of  the  way;  the  Theo, 
the  Natural  Sciences,  the  Foreign  Language,  the  Fine  Arts. 
Electives  were  our  chance  to  explore  a  different  area,  and 
sometimes  these  explorations  led  us  to  a  path  that  was  very 
different  from  the  one  we  had  chosen.  We  had  our  first  upper 
level  course  and  were  either  unimpressed  or  reassured  that  this 
was  what  we  really  wanted.  We  learned  that  in  some  classes,  it 
wasn't  a  matter  of  learning,  it  was  a  matter  of  being  taught. 
Many  times  we  were  disappointed,  for  college  was  not  supposed 
to  be  a  repetition  of  what  we  had  absorbed  in  our  previous  years 
of  school.  But,  as  we  moved  further  into  our  major,  we  began  to 
see  the  reasons  behind  all  the  preparation.  Facts  and  abstrac- 
tions began  to  merge,  and  we  realized  that  it  was  beginning  to 
fit  in. 
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At  the  semester's  beginning,  we  vowed  to  learn  the 
"right"  study  habits  and  get  papers  done  a  week  ahead  of 
time  instead  of  the  night  before,  if  at  all.  Our  intentions 
were  good,  but  .  .  .  well,  after  all,  what  was  the  use  of 
having  a  television  set  in  our  room  if  we  didn't  watch  it 
once  in  a  while?  Of  course,  we  regretted  it  as  we  sat  up  till 
four  typing  a  paper  that  was  due  at  eight  that  morning. 
Learning  did  not  seem  to  include  learning  from  such  a 
mistake,  for  there  we  were,  two  weeks  later,  pulling  an 
all-nighter. 
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For  some  of  us,  the  role  of  student  was  not  the  most 
important  one  pursued  at  the  University.  Other 
roles  were  more  attractive  and  we  sought  them; 
however,  we  could  not  entirely  forget  the  whole 
student  role  —  it  was  something  that  had  been 
ingrained  in  us. 
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One  of  the  advantages  of  our  smaller  school  was  the  chance  for  individual 
attention.  Even  within  the  traditional  lecture  situation,  we  could  seek  help 
or  pursue  a  subject  further  than  the  presented  material.  The  lecture  atmo- 
sphere was  the  main  one  offered  us;  skill  classes  where  talent  rather  than 
reason  guided  our  progress,  seminar-discussion  classes  that  encouraged 
inter-action,  and  private  lessons  reassured  us  that  we  as  individuals  really 
mattered.

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For  some  of  us,  the  study  centers  in  Reutlingen 
and  Cambridge  offered  us  a  chance  to  further 
our  experience  in  a  way  that  could  not  be 
achieved  within  the  University.  Through  travel 
and  contact  with  cultures  other  than  our  own,  we 
broadened  our  social,  cultural,  and  personal  con- 
cepts of  the  world.

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The  increased  mechanazation  of  our 
world  did  not  negate  the  need  for  our 
faculty  of  reason.  The  same  hand  that 
mixed  chemicals  might  finger  keys  on  a 
trombone,  and  our  mind  gave  us  the 
ability  to  differentiate  the  two  tasks.  Of- 
tentimes, these  tasks  were  not  the  ones 
we  really  sought,  but  each  attempt  was 
an  exercize  of  the  mind  and  body  to 
work  in  conjunction.  The  pattern  of  de- 
duction that  had  begun  with  rudimen- 
tary learning  skills  grew  to  perception  of 
abstract  ideas  and  concrete  facts.  The 
two  were  not  mutually  exclusive,  how- 
ever, for  fact  was  the  basis  of  reason. 
Something  as  complex  as  music  was  built 
on  a  factual  structure  —  the  mathemat- 
ical relationship  of  chords.  The  combin- 
ing of  these  two,  fact  and  reason,  gave  us 
our  foundation  for  learning. 
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And,  suddenly,  the  dress  rehearsal  was  over.  All  the  years  of  learning 
finally  welded  together  to  form  a  structure  of  knowledge;  layer  upon 
layer  of  fact,  communication,  experience,  and  expression  fell  into  logical 
order.  Classes  had  a  relation  to  each  other  that  weren't  obvious  in  our 
earlier  courses.  We  appreciated  the  amount  of  time  that  went  in  acquir- 
ing proficiency  in  a  given  field,  and  respected  our  professors  who  had 
achieved  it  and  guided  us  in  achieving  this  proficiency. 

But  the  learning  was  not  over.  Even  though  we  now  had  that  symbol  of 
learning  —  the  degree  —  we  would  never  stop  assimilating  knowledge. 
Life  would  be  a  constant  rehearsal  of  the  facts  we  had  mastered,  but, 
more  important,  would  be  a  basis  on  which  to  build  more  facts  and 
impressions.  The  stage  might  change,  but  our  reactions  would  not. 
Whether  we  were  in  a  classroom  situation  or  job  situation,  this  year  at 
school  would  influence  us.  And  perhaps  we  realized  how  much  we  had 
grown.
